Hoſe who ſhall examin without paſſion, or any 
other intereſt than that of the Public Good, 
the Conduct which his Majeſty has taken from 

the beginning of the War of ZZaungary to the preſent 
time, will have great reaſon to- wonder, that he having 
always been advertiſed of the deſign which the Em- 
peror had formed of a long time, to attack France, as 
ſoon as he ſhall have made Peace with the Turks, he ſhould 
have deferred the preventing thereof even to this hour, 
and being far from making uſe of the pretences which the 
Rules of good Politicks might ſuggeſt ro him for putting a ' 
ſtop torhe greatneſs of this Prince, he had rather for: the 
ſake of Peace, even facrifice the juſt occaſions which have 
been ſo often given him to employ the Forces which God 
has put into his hands, as well for raking from the Court 
of Vienna all means of doing him any hurr, as for putting: 

a ſtop to the unjuſt courſes and violent Ulurpations of the 
EleCtor Palatin; and to caule a reſtitution to Madam, the 
Siſter in Law to his Majeſty, of what in right bclongs to 
her by ſucceſſion from her Father and Brother, and timely 
to prevent all the Leagues, and preparations of War thar 
have at length forced him. to bring his Arms to the Banks 
of the Rhine, and to attack thoſe places by which the 
Emperor might with moſt caſe renew and maintain a War 
againſt France. All 
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All the World is now fatisfied, that it was the too 
fincere deſire his Majeſty had of putting a ſtop to whar- 
ſoever might diſturb the repoſe of Chriſtendom, and the 
convincing proofs he has given of his good intentions, that 
have ſo much contributed to. all thoſe occaſions of difcon- 
tents, that haveat laſt tired his patience. 

Itis very apparent that at the time when his Majeſty 
might have taken advantage of che diſturbance which the 
War of Hunzary gave the Emperor, fo as to have obliged: 
the Court. of Yienna, and the Empire to yield to him, by a. 
definitive Treaty, all the Places which had been reunited 
to his Crown, in conſequence of the Treaties of Munſter 
and Nimmeguen: and by this means pur a ſtop to all oc- 
_ caſions of miſunderſtanding between him and the Empire, 
his Majeſty had rather acquieſce to a Treaty of Truce or 
Suſpenſion, than by his Arms be the occaſion of diverting 
the Princes and States of the Empire, from affording the 
Emperor thoſe Succours he ſtood in need off, in order to 
repel the Forces of the Ortoman Empire: and that his 
Majeſty tollowing his pious and generous inclinations had 
preferred the general Intereſt of Chriſtendom, before the 
good of his own Crown, contenting himſelf to obtain that 
proviſionally, which in prudence he ought to haye de- 


' manded for eyer, 


It is ſufficiently known that this Treaty of Truce was 
hardly. ratified on both fides, but his Majeſty was willing 
co give freſh proots of his moderation; and altho he under- 
ſtood the Imperial Miniſters employed all their diligence 
and endeayours in moſt of the Courts of Germany, to. in- 
cline the Princes and States of the Empire to. enter into 
new Leagues againſt France. That by the Treaty madeat 
Aasbourg, they had engaged a conſiderable number of the 
Princes and States to ſubſcribe this Aſſociation. Thar in. 
the Afzmbly of Nuremberg, all kinds of artifices and

War, and the adyantage which the whole Empire might 
find in the maintaining a good correſpondence with his 
Majeſty. And laſtly, That the Miniſters of the Houſe 
of Auſtria bave plainly profefied on'{eyeral occafions, that 
the War of Hungary ſhould no ſooner be at anend, than 
che Emperor would turn his Arms towards the Rhine, and 
chat the Treaty of Truce ſhould not. be able to hinder 
his deſigns. Nevertheleſs all cheſe preſſing motives, which 
might renegade obliged his Majeſty rather to car. 
ry the War jaco the Countries and Eſtates of this Princa, 


than to expett it in hisown Kingdom, had yet given place . 


to the earneſt deſire he has always had of doing what lay 
in his power ' fat the maintaining of the Peace ; and he 
had taken no other precautions for maintaining his Do- 
minions from allthe miſchiefs Preparing againſt chem, than 
to fortifie his Frontier places, fo as to put a ſtop to the 
deſigns of his Enemigs. 


So many proofs of the ſincerity of his jintentions 
had made the; Court of Yiewna forget, that as often as 
they compelled his Majeſty to reſume his Arms, it had 
pleaſed God ro ſhew the juſtice of his Cauſe, by the great 
ſucceſſes they have had, They have imagined to them- 
ſelves that he would hereafter prefer the ſweetneſs of re- 
poſe before the indiſpenſable cares he is obliged to take 
for the preſervation. of his States ; and the hopes of find- 
ing great advantages by renewing. a War, have cauſed the 
Court of Yienna, diſaintully-ro xeject even the infinuari- 
ons of the Popes Miniſters, wha with reaſon were of opi- 
nion, that there was 'no'way more ready, mare calle, and 
more.neceſfary -for:the «ltabliſting a good union, and un- 


derſtand-. 
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derſtanding be:ween all the Princes and States of Chri. 
ftendom, than to make a- Treaty of Peace on the ſame 
foot with the Truce, without entring again into the dif. 
ficulties ſo often debated, and which cannot be any longer 
maintained without ſtiring up new Heats and Commoti- 
ons. | 

But although all theſe Advances had not been ſuffi- 
cient to diſcoyer clearly to his Majeſty the -refolution 
which the Court of Yienna has taken to renew the War 
againſt France, can we any ways doubt thereof, after all 
the proofs it has given ; as well on the ſubject of the Suc- 
ceſſion to the Palatinate, as upon occaſion of the Poſtu- 
lation made of the Cardinal of Fur/temberg, firſt to the 
Coadjutorſhip, and afterwards to the EleCtorate of - Cology. 


No body can be ignorant of the undoubred Right of 
Madam his Majeſtics Siſter in Law, to the Succeſiion of 
the Eleftor Palatine, Charles her Brother : and it is well 
known that all the Movables, Allodial Eſtates, and Here- 
ditary Ficfs, of right belong to her, as the only: Heir of 
her Father and Brother : and although his Majeſty was 
fufficiently inclined by-the AﬀeCion he has for this Prin- 
ceſs, to pive her all- the Proteftion ſhe ' might ſtand in 
need of, for the putting her in. Poſſeſſion both” of the 
movable and immovable Goods of- this Succeſſion : Ne- 
vertheleſs the ſame -Conſiderations that hindred his Ma- 
jeſty from making any Motions that might retard the 
Proſperity of the /mperial Forces in Hungary, have hi- 
therto obliged him to prefer the' Arbitration of the Pope, 
although already- declared partial againſt France, beforc 
the more certain-and ſpeedy means hae were in his power 
rowards the rendring to Madam, his Siſter-in Law, the 
Juſtice due to her: and although this Arbitration ought 
folcly to be ſuſpefted by his Majeſties only Brother ; _

But although 
there are a world of examples of the like Conteſts be- 
tween Princes and States of the Empire, that have been 
referred to the judgment of Porentares, who have no de- 
pendance thercon: This Ele&or who has always endea- 
vourcd to foment a War between France and the Empire, .. 
not being contented to have uſurped to his Houſe the 
EleCtorates, and Ecclefiaſtical Digniries, which he endea- 
vours to obtain on all occaſions, by ways the moſt .vio- 
lent, and moſt contrary to the Rules of the Church, 
and the Laws. and Conſtitutions-of rhe: Empire , has. 
rejected the Arbitration of the Pope upon this .Af- 
fair, and has notonly (cized onthe Territories inſeparably. 
fixt to the EleQoral Dignity ; but he has likewiſe withour 
any form of Juſtice, taken poſſeſſion of all the Engage. 
ments, Allodial Eſtates, Hereditary Fiefs, and in general 
of whatſoever belonged lawfully ro Madam, his majeſties. 
Siſter in Law, excepting only ſome- moyables, which he 
was willing to quit, for the better colouring his Manifeſt 
Injuſtice, and flattering the good Nature of his Majeſties 

only Brother, with'hopes of a more ample Reſtitution: 
But as he is-very ſenſible that he cannot long maintain 
his unjuſt uſurparion againſt the Protection which his 
Majeſty holds himſelf obliged to afford to the lawtul 
Right of Monſicur his only Brother, and Madam his. 
Siſter: in-law,_ he has omitred nothing that he thonghr ca- 
pable to ſtir up between. Fraxce and the Empire, a War 
which he looks upon as the only means to retain with- 
out controul, during the confuſion and diforder which. 
chat brings with it, the Eſtates which can neyer by Law 
belong to him, fo longas Madam, or her poſterity ſhall 
remain. And upon this account-it was, that while — 
JEary 
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jeſly took the greateſt care to take away all pretences 
from the Court of V:zeuna tor concluding the War of Hux- 
gary, and that when the declining of the O:toman Empire 
might in reaſon give the Emperor hopes of greater Adyan- 
tages, this Ele&tor endeavoured with greater carneſtneſs to 
oblige the. Court of Yieuna to conclude a Peace with the 
Turks, and to carry the War towards the Rhine, His Ma- 
jeſly has not been ignorant of all the Steps that have been 
taken for the cfteing hereof, the Leagues he has form'd : 
and laſtly rhe reſolution which he has cauted to be taken 
for, the ſpeedy concluding an Accommodation with the 
Encmy of Chriſtendom, that ſo they might be able- ro 
attack France, and ſurpriſe the Vigilancy of his Ma- 
zeſty. 


*Tis true, that the Archbiſhoprick of Cologne, remain- 
ing in the power of a Prince, whoſe intentions were fo ſin- 
cere as thoſe of the late EleQor, for the maintaining the 
publick tranquillity, there needed only to take away ſo 
great an obſtacle to any new Troubles ; the only Expedient 
was by fair means, or by foul, to ſetup a Coadjutor entirely 
devoted to the intereſt of the Houſe of Auſtria, and there 
coyld not be found any one that-could be fo certainly re- 
ly'd on for the execution of this Deſign, and the aggrandi- 
Zing that Houſe, as one of the Princes of the fame. And it 
may alſo be affirm'd, that there is nothing which he has 
not put in practice for the —_— hereot.Bur as his Of. 
fers and Promiſes ſupported. by the Preſence of the Duke of 
Jaliers, havenot had the defired effeft, the Threatnings 
which he made uſe of againſt the Canons, and againſt the 
Elettor himſelf, have been ſo violent and outrageous, that 
they have drawn upon him the indignation of both one 
and the other, and of four and twenty Votes of which the

with, his Dignity of Dean, his Age, his exccllent- perſo- 
nal. Qualities: have ptocured him: the eſteem. and love of 
all/thole of the Chapter, who are; not obliged to ſacrifice 
their inclinations to other Intereſts: than thar-ot , their 
Church. 


In the mean time-this ſo: Canonical; Poſtulation has not 
been capable ts alter the Projects of the Eleftor Palatine. 
The too maniteſt. partiality of the Pope: for the Houſe of 
Auſtria, has given. him tre(li hopes; and the impoſſibility 
of obtaining ſucceſs for one of his Sons, has made him 
contcive a Deſign: of much ;greater. advantage. for, his 
Houſe. He thought it not. fic. ro-expet;; till the; Cardi- 
nal of Fur/tembergibeing come :to the Axchbiſhopridks and 
following the motions of his inclination: for. the Houle of 
Bavaria, could make the Chapter accept of Prince C/e- 
met far his.Coadjutor, when he:ſhould: be at the Age in- 
diſpenſably-cequiredby the: Canon. |. Nothing was, more 
contrary-to-the Intereſts of this: EleQor,;anddHe;couſd nor 
endure that thie Ele&or. of Bavaria ſhould be: beholding 
ro the recommendation-.of his Majeſty,: and'!the : kindneſs 
of: the Cardinal fot the Retarn |-of1this; Heftorare ro his 
Houfe.;/+ But to/breik all theſe Meatutes,, and ſecure for 
his Ghildren, either therEledorate of. Gologye;. of that of 
Bavaria, he judg'd there: was no-better:: means, than to 
make uſe of the ill inclinatibn of -the- Pope towards his 
Majeſty , and his ſtrong afte&tion to the Houſe of 4 
fria. | In the firſt place - to: hinder his! Confirmation. of 
the Poſtulation of rhe ſaid Cardinal of | F«riFemterg.taithe 
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Coadjutorſhip, which would not have receiv'd' the leaſt 
difficulry under any Pontificate leſs prejudiced againſt 
France. And in the ſecond place to fer up as Competi- 
ror, this ſame Prince whom the ſaid Cardinal had de. 
ſign'd fo ſenſibly to oblige. 

'Tis true, that there is no reaſonable perſon, inſtrufted 
m the Principles of the' Rowan Catholick and Apoſtolick 
Religion, who could have imagined, that maugre-all that 
the Occumenical Councils, and in the laſt place the 
Council of Trent, have determined concerning the Ape, 
Learning, and the other requiſite and neceſſary Qualifi- 
cations for a Biſhop, the Pope who has ſhewn hereto. 
fore ſo much averſion to all particular favors, could be 
brought to declare a young Prince, but ſeventeen years 
old,*and who is not yet a Canon, to be capable of be- * 
ing ele&ed tothe Archbiſhoprick of Cologne. But ir mult 
be conſeſs'd, that this overturning of the Eccleſiaſtical Di- 
ſcipline is not near ſo advantageous to the H. of Bavaria, 
as to that of Auſtria, and the EleQor Palatine ; for if this 
Proje& ſhould fucceed in favour of Prince Clement, he 
would cither be but the Depoſitory 'of the Ele&orate of 
Cologne , that ſo it might be derived to a Prince of New- 
bourg, or if he ſhould keep it for himſelf, before ir pleaſed 
God to beſtow any Children on his Brother the Ele&or, 
and in q time that he ſo often expoſes his lite for the Ser- 
vice of the Emperor, he would ſecure tothe Ele&or Pa- 
latine the Succefſion to the States of Bavaria; and to the 
Court of Vienna the extinCtion of a Houſe which. has gi- 
ven it always a greatjealouſie, and which the Meric of the 
Ele&tor now reigning will not-all diminiſh. X 

This then is the true Motive of this Breve concerted 
between the Pope, the Miniſters of the Houſe of Auſtria, 
and thoſe of the Ele&or Palatine : And whereas they have 
well concluded,. that his Majeſty would nor endure, _

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the Cardinal of Furſtemberg, being Canonically poſtulated' 
ro the Archbiſhoprick of Cologue, ſhould be deprived: 
thereof, out of hatred of the earneſt application he has 
always made for the maintaining a good intelligence be- 
tween his Majeſty and the Empire, nor that the moſt 
conſiderable part of the Chapter that has given him their 
Suftrages ſhouid be deprived of cheir Rights by force and 
violence; they have ar laſt determined to make peace 
with the 7urk , and to break at the ſame time with 
France. 

But if his Majeſty have many Subyje&s of Complaint 
againſt a procedure {o contrary to the fair dealing which he 
has always uſed, during the great Succeſſes of the Imperial 
Arms in Hungary, and tothe care he has taken, that no- 
thing in all Europe ſhould oppoſe it ſelf ro the hinde- 
rance of the ſame. There can be no Man, let him be as 
prejudiced as he can againſt France, but he muſt acknow- 
ledge, that what has been done as well by the Imperial 
Miniſters, as by thoſe of the Ele&or Palatine, ſince the 
obtaining of the Breve of Eligibility, has been enough to. 
tire the patience of his Majeſty, and to leave him no rea-, 
ſon to doubt of the firm reſolution the Emperor has 
taken to declare immediate War againſt him. 


In order hereunto the Court of V:euua look not upon. 
themſelves to be obliged by any meaſures, and though 
by the German Concordat, the Imperial Conſticutions,. 
and the Treaty of Munſter, the Liberty of EleCtions in 
the ſeveral Chapters of Germany ought to be preſerved 
inviolable; and that by the three and twentieth Article of 
the Treaty of Nimeguen, a ceſſation ought ro have been. 
put to all Injuries and InveCtives of the Miniſters of the 
Court at Vierna againſt the Cardinal of Furſtemberg. 
Neyertheleſs the Count De #Xaunitz, ſeeing that neither 
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Promiſes nor Threats could move the moſt conſiderable 
paity of the Chapter of Cologne, to make any oppoſition 
ro the Promotion of the Cardinal of Purſtemberg , and 
that he had none that would concur with his Poſtula- 
tion, 'burtſuch as by their Offices'and Employments were 
indiſpenſably obliged to follow the Motions of the Courr 
at Vienna; all the reft being fully perſwaded, that they 
could not make a more worthy Choice, than of the Per- 
ſon of rhe aforeſaid Cardinal, nor only for the Gogd and 
Advantage of the Arch-Biſhoprick, but alſo for the Eſta- 
bliſhment of the Repoſe of the Empire; there have been 
no Wrongs, nor InveCtives, nor Calumnies which, have 
not been put upon the ſaid Cardinal by the faid Miniſter,till 
he had given him a formal Excluſion on the part of the 
Emperor, and threatened the Chaprer with the loſs of their 
Privileges. In fine, it may be ſaid, that a manifeſt diſ- 
regard to, and infraftion of the Treaties of Peace have 
appeared as clearly in the Diſcourſe addreſs'd ro. the 
Chapter of Cologne by the Count De Kaunitz, as did the 
Moderation of the ſaid Cardinal, and his zeal for the 
maintenance of the publick Tranquillity in the Anſwer 
which he made. FI 

Bur all theſe Violences of the Miniſters of the Houſe of 

Auſtria,' not having been able to hinder the greateſt and 
molt conſiderable part of the Chaprer of Cologxze, bur that 
they continued inſeparably united to the Cardinal of Fur- 
ftemberg, joyntly with him to maintain the Rights and 
Liberties of their Church; the Court at YViexna made 
great haſte to aſſemble the Forces of the moſt part of rhe 
Proteſtant Princes,who border'd upon this Arch Biſhoprick, 
in order to execute in conjunCtion with them' thoſe Breves 
they perſwaded themſelves they ſhould procure from the 
Court of Rome, contrary to the purport of the Canons,

relating; and in ſhort, to ſubjeCt all Germany to the de- 
ſpotick Authority of the Houſe of Auſtria, by leaving 
thoſe perſons deſtitute of the Alliance and Friendſhip of 
the King, who were molt like to be the firmeſt Defenders 
of the Rights and Liberties of their Country, 


Theſe were Truths well known to: his Majeſty, and 

; there could not bea Man ot good underſtanding, and who 
was well inform'd of what paſſed in Europe, who can 
bring in doubt the leaſt circumſtance of what is ad- 
vanced in this Memorial. Ir would alſo be to no purpoſe, 
to make publick all thoſe other Proots which his Maje- 
ſty has had of the Reſolution taken by the Houſe of Au- 
ſfiria, to declare War immediately againſt him. He is 
throughly perſwaded, that after all theſe Inftances he has 
given of the very great deſire he has always had to ſecure 
the publick Tranquillity, all the World will allow, that it 
were to be wiſh'd, for the common good of Chriſtendom, 
that thoſe who-hope to findadvantage by ſtirring up new 
Troubles had not had ſo good an opinion of the Sinceri- 
ty. of. his Majeſties Intentions, and that it is upon them 
alone that the blame is.to be laid, that he is ſer under a 
neceſſity of marching his, Troops, as-well to beliege Phz- 
lipsbourg (being a place fit,to render.ro his Enemics an 
caſie entrance into his Eſtates) as to poſſeſs himſelt of 
D Keiſſerſlouter, 
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Keiſſerſlouter ; till the Ele&or Palatitte has reſtored to 
Madam, his Siſter in-law, that which belongs to her by 
Succeſſion to the Ele&tors, her F ather and Brother. - 


Bur whatfoever Succels -it ſhall pleaſe God to pive to 
the Arths of his Majeſty, he lras always the ſamedefire 
to conttibute what of his part he can'to the Eſtabliſhmenc 
of 'the publick Peace. And to this end; he declares, that

Furthermore His Majeſty is willing. to add to theſe 
Overtures, a more canſfiderable and more convincin 
Proof of the deſire which he has to reeſtabliſh a —_ 
correſpondence with the Emperor and the Empire, and to 
render the ſame of a long duration ; That wheres the cx- 
traordinary expence. he has been at to make the Town 
of Fribourg a place impregnable, as it is at preſent, might 
reaſonably oblige him never to part with .it from the 
Crown ; Nevertheleſs in order to procure a happy Peace 
to all Chriſtendom, and to make appear, that he deſigns 
nothing but to ſecure his Kingdom, and not to preſerve to 
| himſelt means of enlarging the ſame, He is alſo willingto 

cauſe the Fortifications of this important place to be de- 
moliſhed, and to ſurrender it to the Emperor with all its 
dependences, upon condition that he ſhall never fortifie it 
hercafter. 

As for the Eleforate of Cologne, his Majeſty offers to 
withdraw his Troops from thence, as ſoon as the Pope, ei- 
ther by his own free. will, or at the requeſt of the Em- 
peror, ſhall have confirmed the Poſtulation of the Cardi- 
nal of Faurſtemberg ; and he will freely interpoſe his in- 
tereſt,; as ſoon as the ſaid Cardinal ſhall be in the peaceable 
poſſeſſion ;:and enjoyment of the ſaid EleQtorate, to cauſe 
him to join;with the - Chapter in ſuch temperaments as 
may be propoſed fgr the ſatisfaction of Prince Clement 
. and the EleCtor of Bavarza, in. ſuch fort as that the re- 
poſe of that Arch-Biſhoprick may nor be diſturbed, nci- 
ther at the preſent, nor in time to come. 

His Myetty is al:o very willing, that nothing may re- 
main of what is paſt nor any occaſion for future troubles, 
immediately to put an end to thoſe differences which con- 
cern the Succeſſion in the Palatinate; and he offers on 
the behalf of 7onfrexr; higonly Brother, and of Madam, 
his Siſter-in-Law, a diſclaim of all the Places, Te 
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-and Countries, as well as the Moveables, Ordnance and 
every other thitiy which ought Fer to be reſtored, fari(: 
faQion for the damages being/ made in' mony, according 
ro ſuch eſtimation as ſhall be made, ar the leaſt within a 
years time, by Commiſſioners which ſhall be named to 
this purpoſe ; and in caſe they ſhall nor agree within the 
aforefhid time, his Majeſty gives his conſear, that whar- 
ſoever ſhall remain in difference, ſhall be determined by 
the Arbitrage of the King of Ezg/and. and the Repub- 
lique of Yerice, Without leavipg either one or the other 
Party at liberty any ways'to render it ineffectual. 

' It is upon theſe conditions Which are much more ad. 
vantapgcous to 'the Emperor and the Empire, than to his 
Majefly atid to his Crown, that the public Tranquility . 
may be re-eſtabliſhed and made ſure for ever; provided 
that they are accepted before the end of Faruary next, to 
"which effe& his Majeſty is ready to fend his Pleniporen- 
riaries immediately ro- Rat#5bonre. But after char ite, 
his Majeſty being obliped-to continue ar vaſt experiſes, he 
' pretends not to be holden to theſe his Offers; and in 
cafe of a too long delay, or of a refuſal to accepr hereof, 
He charges from this preſent, all thoſe miſchiefs which 
the War may bring upon Chriſtendom, upon thoſe who 
have forced him to reſume his Arms to-prevent their evil 
deſigns, and who would not take the advantage of the 
Expedients which he propoſes forthe immediate aſſurance 
of a laſting Peace.
